|FIRE INSURANCE 


RATE REDUCTION 


Edmonton Secures 10 Cent Reduc- 
tion as Result of W. H. Birch’s 
Recent Visit. 


Gratifying news to all property own- 
ers in Edmonton who pay fire insur. 
ance was received yesterday in the form 
of a commanication from W. H. Birch, 
Winnipeg, secretary-treasurer of — the 
Manitoba and Northwest Fire Under- 
writers’ association, which stated that 
a turther reduction of 10 cents on the 
present hase rate of 8&5 cents will be 
granted on mercantile risks, to take 
effect on and after yesterday, June 1. 
This, together with the credit allowed 
last January amounts in all to a re. 
duction of 25 cents from the rates in 
existence up till that time, 

Improved Fire Protection. 

The reduction of the base rate of Ed- 
monton fire insurance from $1 to 75 
cents during the present year is due 
entirely, as the secretary-treasurer him- 
self states, to the improved ofire pro- 
tection of the city and reflects’ great 
credit on the efficiency of the E@mon- 
ton fire department and Chief Davidson, 
who has brought the brighde to the top 
noteh, 

When Mr. Birch visited Edmonton 
some weeks ago he expressed himself 
to the local underwriters and other cit- 
izens as highly pleased with the fire 
department and the equipment, and the 
practical test which he carried out still 
further raised his opinion, The redue- 
tion in the rates is the result of his 
visit and his recommendations to the 
association, 

Big Saving to the City. 

The reduction made since last Janu- 
ary wil result in a saving to the people 
of Rdmonton in insurance rates of from 
$45,000 to $50,000 per year. This is en- 
tively due tu the money invested by the 
corporation in fire protection. 

Edmonton's big drawback is her great 
conflagration hazard, the result of not 
having a good and strictly enforced 
building bylaw. With such enacted and 
strictly carried out and the completion 
of the West end fire hall a still further 
deerease in rates might be confidently 
expected, 


Edmonton Has a Low Rate. 

The present rate of 75 cents is, how- 
ever, the same as the base rate now 
in force in Calgary and ranks among 
the lowest in western or eastern Can- 
ada. With the improvements sugested 
by Mr. Bireh with reference to a strin- 
gent building bylaw and the mainten- 
ance of the present effiicency of tho 
fire brigade there is no reason why the 
people of Edmonton should not be pay- 
ing even much less than at present for 
fire insurance,

GIVES ITS APPROVAL

To the Liquor License Bill in & 
katchewan—Premier Scott Makes 
Statement—Bil) Passed—Legistat- 
ing Against Townsite Speculation, 


Regina, June 10,—On motion for the 
third reading of the Liquor Lieanse 
bill in the Saekaichewan Legislature 
today, Hon, Mr, Motherwell read a 
telegram transmitting the following 
resolution adopted by the Presbyter- 
ian General Assembly. at Winnipeg: 
“The General Assembly is rejoiced to 
learn of the action of the Saskatehe- 
wan Legislature is taking in granting 
to municipalities the right of local 
velo on a simple majority, the ehort- 
ening of the hours of sale, the closing 
of bars on public holidays, and the 
doing away with club liquor licenses 
and other wise provisions for the re. 
striction of the liquor traffic.’ 

(Signed) J. G. SAKARER, 
Clubs Are Not Homes. 

Premier Scott said that in his opin 
ion, and in the opinion of the govern- 
ment, the provisions of the act regard- 
ing licenses and privileges were by no 
means the most important part of the’ 
Act, although they had been subject- 
¢d to the most critieism, The only 
substantial reason advanced why the 
disposal of liquor should be allowed 
in clubs was that they constituted the 
homes of the members, If they had 
in Saskatchewan clubs where mem- 
bers slept and took their meals there 
would be some force in the reasoning, 
but there were none such. Without 
announcing a definite policy he would 
say that as far as he was. pefsonally 
conrerned, when the claim that elubs 
fulfilled the funetions of a home, pro- 
perly and legitimately was established 
he would fuvor the restoring to them 
of the privileges 6t furnishing liquor, 
which was formerly enjoyed, 

The bill was read a third time and 
passed, The folloWing bills were also 
read a third time and passed: Towns, 
Threshers’ Liens, Ordinance Amend- 
ment, Quebee Battlefields, Regina and 
Victoria Hospital Ordinance Amend 
ment, Land Titles Act amendment. 
The bill respecting the town of Mile- 
stone was reported for a third read 
ing. +; 

Legislation Against Speculators. 

This bill gives the town power, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Lieut.-Goy, 
in council to expropriate land for the 
purpose of public buildings, Hon, 
Mr. Calder stated it was drastic legis- 
lation, but it was warranted by the 
auction of Mr. Martin, of Minneapolis, 
the townsite owner who, tor the past 
five years, held up the town and re- 
fused to sell town lots to either the 
town itself, boards of school trustees 
or private individuals except on his 
own terms, Up to the preseni time, 


the town was unable to build resid- 
ences which they were anxious to 
erect. Mr, Gillis agreed that the gov- 


ernment were justified in their action, 

Hon, Mr, Calder stated that there 
were two or three other towns in much 
the same dilemma, but the govern- 
ment had confined legislation to this 
particular towi in the hope that oth- 
er townsite owners would do the right 
thing by the people.

Thorough.—Greatest Number of 
Physicaally Defective Newcomers 
Are From Factory Towns of Great 
Britain. 


Ottawa, June 10.—Dr. H. P. Bryce, 
chief medical officer of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, this morning ad- 
dressed the Agricultural Committee of 
the House on the system of examina- 
tion of immigrants at ports of arrival. 
He said that the greatest number cf 
physically defective people come from 
the factory towns of Great Britain, 
more particularly, England, He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the system is 
about as therough as present condi- 
tions would warrant, Mr. Richard 
Balin, in the course of his address, 
suggested that the government should 
have a physician on board every 
vessel who could spend’ a week 
studying the health of the immigrants, 
Dr. Bryce suggested that if the steam- 
ship companies would provide a phy- 
sian for each ship he might be paid 
something in addition to act for the 
government. 

Dr. MeIntyre, of Strathcona, ob- 
jected to this proposal. {It would be 
a case of “Serving iwo masters.” 
Having accepted an immigrant as be- 
ing in good health, he might be ad- 
verse to making a report as to the de- 
velopment of any disease or weakness 
during the passage. Certain weak- 
nesses, he pointed out, are liable to 
show themselves as a result of sea- 
sickness, 

Dr, Bryce maintained that there 
are not so many people in Canada 
suffering from trachoma as is gener- 
ally supposed. He had made inquir- 


ies of doctors throughout the Do- 
minion and could loeate but a ‘few 
cases. The situation in this respect 


has impreved a great deal in recent 
years, 
Questioned by F. D. Monk as to im- 
migrants passing through Canada, 
who had been refused admission to 
the United States, Dr. Bryce contend- 
ed that these rejections had been in 
many cases of ‘eured trachoma.’”’ 
The disease leaves a scar, and this i¢ 
made an exeuse by the American 
authorities for rejecting immigrants, 
Asked by Mr. Monk if it would 
not be better to have immigrants in- 
spected at port of embarkation, Dr. 
Bryce expressed the opinion that 
nothing more could be done in that

TRADE WITH ANTIPODES. 

Canada's Trade With Antipodean Por- 
tions of Empire Shows Gratitying 
nicrease, 


Ottawa, June 11,—The growth | of 
Canida’s trade with the Antipodes is 
satisfactory as retiected in the reports 
received by the Department of Trade 
and Commerce, J. 8, Larke, of Syd- 
hey, who reports upon a visit to New 
Zealand, that business has inereased 
from £52,374 in 1902 to £157,038 in 
1906 and to £206,536 in 1907, The re- 
port shows that our purchases front 
New Zealand rose from £7,366 in 1902 
to £29,815 in 1906 and to £78,015 in 
1907. This growth is ascribed alto- 
gether to the reciprocal agreement be- 
tween the two Dominions, and is like- 
ly to continue to develop steadily. 
Mr. Larke also reports upon the trade 
between Canada and New South 
Wales, the imports from Canada into 
Ned South Wales having increased 
from £76,443 in 1905 to £160,132 in 
1906, and £200,173 in 1907, while the 
exports°of New South Wales to Can- 
ada in 1905 were £41,455, 1906 £72,308, 
and 1907 £105,892,

MANITOBA GRAIN 
ACT IN SENATE 


Bill is Reported With Amendmeats 
---An Act of Great Import- 
ance to West. 


Ottawa, June 10—The Senate today 
again took up in committee and after 
some discission reached the bill to am- 
end the Manitoba Grain act. Senator 
Davis moved to add a sertion providing 
that operatots of country warehouses 
shall not be allowed to sell or borrow 
money npon grain in elevators for stor- 
age and which is not the property of 
the elevator companies, that a violation 
of the uct be punishable by a fine of 
five to a thousand dollars, that storage 
on grain so held or sold may be claimed 
hy the person owning the grain, that op- 
erators pledging grain must make aft. 
davit deglaring that the grain is his 
property and make a statement of the 
amount-in store for other parties, 

Senator Davis said there were parties 
in the west who did business on a small 
capital and used other people's grain 
as capital, They occasionally fail and 
it was very hard for farmers who had 
placed grain with them for storage ‘to 
find that the elevator had pledged their 
grainjand the banks had moved if out. 

Senator Gibson said the banks were 
against this amendment as it weakened 
the security upon which they made nad- 
vances in financing the movement of 
crops, He read a number of communi- 
cations from banking authorities, 

Senator Beique said the offence which 
Senator Davis aimed to check was guard- 
ed by the criminal law. 

Senator Davis wanted to know why 
the bankers had writtén so many letters 
against the amendment, 

Senaur Beique thought the bankers 
objected becouse it was proposed to sub. 
stitute as punishment a fine instead of 
imprisonment, An elevater man would 
rather take the chance of paying a fine 
than going to jail. 

Senator Davis said he was open to con- 
viction and if the criminal law was suf- 
ficient he would he willing to drop it. 

Senator Perley could see no harm in 
the amendment. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that the 
grain business of Canada had heen thor- 
ougily gone into recently and many 
change in the law had been sugested, 
but not this one. He thought the law 
better as at present, 

Senator Davis withdrew 
ment, 

Senator Talbot's Amendment. 

Senator Talbot offered an amendment 
declaring that when ordeved by the 
warehouse commisisoner country eleyat- 
and warehouses should furnish a 
full statement of grain on hand and 
handled during the month, The am- 
endment further provides that false re- 
turns are liable to nalites of froin 
fiffy to a thousand dollars, Any¥ person 
having stored grain in an elevator may 
have a statement made to him upon ap- 
plication. This amendment carried. 

An amendment moved by Senator 
Young was adopted providing for notice 
to the owner of a country elevator of 
any investigation to be heard. 

Would Establish Sample Market. 

Senator Davis moved one amendment 
by which on an order from the shipper 
the railways shall be compelled to hold 
loaded cars in Winnipeg for twenty-four 
hours. We said his object was to es- 
tablish an order point and the estab- 
lishment of a sample market at Winni-

peg. The purpose was to enable farm- 
ers who had wheat that was a little 
off color or slight'y under one grade, 


thongh a good deal above the next, to 
sell it om sample. Representatives of 
Canadian and Minneapolis milling firms 
would establish agencies in Winnipeg 
and would bring§{such grain as was 
and waa of wrong color to 
grade for the Winnipeg market, but as 
good as any other for flour making. 
They would pay more for it by sample 
than could be got selling it on grade, 
and the Canadian farmer would get in 
many cases more money for his wheat. 
There was a successful sample market 
at Minneapolis, 
Sir Richard's Statement. 

Sir, Richard Cartwright said the bill 
mude many changes in the condition of 
the grain business, but in preparing the 
bill it had been sought to eliminate 
clauses which were so contentious that 
they might jeopardize the passage ot 
the act. He would not say the clause 
Was not a good one, but thonght the 
mover might kill the whole bill if he 
aroused opposition by insisting upon 
it, Senator Young was of opinion that 
if a sample market would be of any 
benefit to the farmer it would haye 
been established long ago. Holding cars 
in Winnipeg would involve the remak- 
ing up of trains and much loss of time 
through shunting. 

Senator Davis said the bill contained 
so many provisions which were advan- 
tageous to the farmer that he did not 
want to jeopardize it and withdrew his 
amendment, promising to introduce it 
early next session, 

Senator Talbot thought the provision 
a good one and that it should not have 
been withdrawn, The bill was report- 
ed as amended. 

A report was received from the di- 
commmittee, recommending di- 
voree for A, J. Townsend, of Toronto, 
and also that A. M, King, of Parry 
Sound, be given leave to withdraw his 
application for divorce,

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>» PERSISTENT OBSTRUCTION. 


Ottawa, June 6—The Opposition 
have been noting the signs of the 
times and reached the conclusion that 
a storm is brewing. The conclusion 
was not difficult to reach for one who 
has observed the trend of public 
opinion on the blockade. From sea 
to sea has come an insistent demand 
that the business of the country must 
fo on, that the majority in Parliament 
must assert their right to rule, and 
that they should adopt what means 
may be necessary to prevent those 
whom the country rejected making 
themselves the rulers of the country. 

A change in tactics has worked the 
Opposition during the past few daye. 
.From a complete and avowed»blockede 
(they have turned to a blockade al- 
tiost as complete but not avowed, 
while professing no desire to obstruct 
business, and while . permitting a 
small amount of money to pass daily 
‘they have taken care that the passing 
‘did not begin until the daily sitting 
wns practicaliy ended, and that the 
amount. put through was not large 
enough to materially help matters. 
* Their position now before the country 
tis that they are passing estimates; 
-but the estimates passed are so 
trifling that a virtual blockade is 
smaintained. The situation is not 
without humor of a sort, for the chief 
means of obstruction during this week 
shave been two-hour speeches declar- 
sing that no obstruction was going on. 
ne Talked Without a Motion. 

Tuesday, from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
Was spent in a discussien on Yukon 
affairs with no motion before the 


House. Then upwards of $200,000 
were passed in a half-hour. Wed- 
nesday was occupied until _ five 


minutes to closing by a debate equalty 
irrelevant, and then a similar amount 


kicked through practically without 
discussion. Thursday all day was 
consumed in delivering academic 


speeches on the. representation from 
the Maritime Provinces, whieh nobody 
had any intention of tampering with. 
Then in the evening a quarter of a 
million was allowed tu go through. 
Friday was passed mostly in hearing 
lengthy addresses from Opposition 
speakers, assuring the world that they 
were not preventing the discharge of 
business. In the evening a million 
and a half“was passed in large items. 

Summed up, there have been about 
two millions and a haf passed dur- 
ing the week. At thid rate it would 


take twenty-two weeks to pass the 
remaining current revenue estimates 
alone, or until November. It will 


not work out that way, of course. 
Some day the Opposition will relax 
and put the balance through in a 
week. At any rate, this has been 


SUGGESTIONS FOR EDMONTON. 

A prothinent gentleman of Grafton, 
North Dakota, who takes a great inter- 
est in Edmonton and its future, writes 
to the seeretary of the board of trade 
that there are a large number of people 
from his state who-vontemplate visiting 
Edmonton this summer for the purpose 
of investing here. Awong the number 
he states there is a large merchant’ who 
will likely be looking for a site in Bd- 
monton.. Toward the end of his letter 
he writes further; 

“There is a sugestion that would not 
be ill timed concerning the city and 
that is relating to what is expected or 
planned for parks. The cities of the 
States are all taking steps to beautify 
their parks but of course they are much 
older as to growth than Edmonton, Stilt 
while the wave of improvement is on 
the settling aside of a small fund for 
this purpose and using it would create 
# better impression than ten times the 
sum expended in any other way. ‘The 
argument may be made that these things 
will come, The city at the present time 
owns two tracts of land that could be 
made beauty spots wilhin a few years 
by «a little grading, a little sidewalk 
and by the setting out of trees hardy 
enough to weather the winters. In five 
years you would have a park which 
‘you would pride and which would be a 
eredit. The east end of the city will 
be the congested district im years to 
come and should the municipality evid- 
ence its pride by a little intproven 
preperty owners would follow, their int 
terest in the city would be intensified 
and every optimistic individual has his 
or her influence, Property owners ip 
the west end have the spirit that could 
be aroused among the east enders where 
the natural «surroundings are net so 
well adapted. They have the soil for 
grasses, trevs and shrubbery and if the 
city would start the bait rolliing. they 
would follow.”

New business, of course, is out of 
consideration at present. The Hudson 
Bay railway, the Lond Act, the Civil 
Service Act are all in the future, One 
of two things must’ happen to these.

The Election Act, theoretically the 
cause of the blockade, has been lost 
sight of for the time.

fair offer of a judicial revision. 
Where the Opposition stands at the 
moment is a matter of conjecture, for 
they are not talking of election acts 
and disfranchisements these days.
